I pray that so long as I am Mayor 
of Pittsburgh I will not fail to honor 
my high office, and that I will not 
ever, by any weakness of purpose, let 
Pittsburgh’s welfare, present and fu¬ 
ture, be sacrificed for temporary ad¬ 
vantage. 

For in the welfare of Pittsburgh, we 
each of us find our own true wel¬ 
fare, In the dissolution of Pittsburgh, 
its deterioration and decay, we would 
find ourselves, each of us, suffering in 
the common disaster. 

I know that the people of Pitts¬ 
burgh bear an intense love for their 
city, a heartfelt pride in its strength 
and vigor, a feeling of participation in 
all of the things that have happened 
to renew the progress of our city. 

I believe they have three times in¬ 
structed me to be the servant of that 
progress, to push it forward with all 
the tools and implements that are in¬ 
herent in the city government and in 
the office of the Mayor. 

For this was the single issue that 
decided each of our mayoralty cam¬ 
paigns, the most recent as in the first 
—not city finances, nor city manage¬ 
ment, nor detailed analysis of sub¬ 
sidiary problems. 

The mandate is very clear to us; 
maintain this great burst of civic 
energy, continue with the job of re¬ 
newing the economic strength of Pitts¬ 
burgh, advance its employment oppor¬ 
tunities, make it the seat of learning, 
and health and pleasant living, build 
it anew in the materials and in the 
terms of our wondrous times. 

Can anyone say that we failed? 
That the Pittsburgh of today is not 
a greater and more flourishing city 
than the town we found eight years 
ago? That there is no more to do, 
and that the work is finished?

We must solve each problem as it 
comes before us, and solve it in such 
a manner that our main objective is 
not impaired. That objective is the 
betterment of Pittsburgh, and through 
that community effort, the betterment 
of every family in Pittsburgh in the 
security and opportunity of its mem¬ 
bers. 

Problems will continually arise, as 
the problem of the city’s financial base 
is now before us. 

These problems will be met, because 
the city government of Pittsburgh and 
the people of Pittsburgh are not going 
to quit cold on a job because it has 
its moments of difficulty. 

There is the problem of Pittsburgh’s 
relations with the State of which it 
is a part, and of the metropolitan dis¬ 
trict of which it is a part. We in 
Pittsburgh do not want special favors; 
we do hope to so rouse ourselves and 
awake the conscience of others that 
we get an honest distribution of the 
taxes that we pay and the services we 
render. 

There is the problem of our internal 
administration of the city’s many serv¬ 
ices. We must not take the established 
way as the only way of doing things, 
we must subject all our work to a 
continuous review; we are under every 
compulsion to seek improved methods 
which give our people more services for 
less money. 

There is the problem of the city’s 
employees. The people of Pittsburgh 
are straining every resource to give 
them a wage and salary scale, com¬ 
parable to industry’s rates and ad¬ 
justed to today’s living costs. They 
owe the people of Pittsburgh the very 
highest quality of service, and the 
people rightly—and this administration 
rlghtly--are going to demand it at all 
times. 


There is the looming problem of the 
national economy. There are many 
gloomy prophets of a recession, a drop 
in business activity, a spread of un¬ 
employment, The city of Pittsburgh 
must be prepared to meet any such 
economic crisis, and must be equipped 
in finances, plans and management to 
take its part in any practical Federal 
program for the maintenance of our 
full employment economy. The Ameri¬ 
can people will never go through an¬ 
other 1929, and they will not suffer 
a government which sits on its hands 
in time of economic hardship and 
crisis. 

We all hope, of course, that the 
predictors of recession are wrong and 
that the normal processes of the Amer¬ 
ican economy will carry us forward. 
We trust that today’s disquieting signs 
will vanish, but if they do not, then 
we must be prepared to act—^nationally 
and locally. 

In any and all events, Pittsburgh 
has the will to live, the will to go 
forward, the will to build toward the 
future.

Mr. Fagan: 

Mr. President and Members of Coun¬ 
cil: I arise for the purpose of asking 
Council to agree that the remarks I 
made Friday afternoon, January 22, 
1954, in Finance Committee, with ref¬ 
erence to Pile No. 49, Bill No. 9, be 
made a part ot the legislative record 
of today’s proceedings of Council.

Mr. Fagan: 


Mr. Chairman and gentlemen of 
Council: I think that Bill No. 9 that 
kas to do with the imposition of a 
tax on wages and salaries is one of 
the most serious and momentous pieces 
of legislation that has come before 
Council within my memory. I, like the 
majority of Council, voted for the Ap¬ 
propriation Bill. In voting for the 
pproprlatlon Bill, which carries with 
wages, salaries, material, equipment 
h all of the things that are nec-

We have certain sources of revenue. 

We have a Real Estate Tax, which is 
placed on lands and buildings; we 
have a Mercantile Tax; we have a 
Personal Property Tax. The members 
of Council spent days, weeks and 
months trying to get all of the rami¬ 
fications of the Budget straightened 
out. It seemed to me that when the 
Chairman of the Finance Committee, 

Mr. Wolk, and the other members of 
City Council came up with a figure 
we could meet to produce sufficient 
revenue to meet all of the expenses 
of operating the City government, it 
would have necessitated an increase on 
Real Estate of 9^2 mills and 41/2 mills 
on Buildings. This would have been 
an increase of 25%. I didn’t find 
anyone in favor of an increase in 
the Real Estate Tax. We also dis¬ 
cussed the sale of the Water System 
to an Authority, but everyone seemed 
to feel the opportunity for that was 
past. We discussed refunding, and 
everyone agreed that we couldn t re¬ 
fund enough to meet our obligations 
In 1954. 

It seemed, to me, that there was 
one avenue of escape for the Council 
of the City of Pittsburgh, in order to 
meet this situation we are confronted 
with today—was to impose a Wage or 
Salary Tax. 

I get no joy or comfort in what 
we men are compelled to do here this 
afternoon, but in order to meet the 
obligations of the City of Pittsburgh 
and to get the revenue that is nec¬ 
essary, it seems to me we have to 
make a decision, one that is very un¬ 
popular to a lot of people in the City 
of Pittsburgh. 

Of course, when we were candidates 
for election, we asked the people to 
vote for us because of the honor, the 
compensation and the responsibility 
that goes with the job. We were 
elected and we accepted the respon¬ 
sibility that goes with the carrying on 
of the affairs of this great municipal¬ 
ity. There Is a reason for this un¬ 
fortunate situation. One of the un- * 
fortunate things that happened after 
World War II was the abolition of 
the OP A. We were told by Congress 
and others that to abolish th^ OP A 
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that the law of supply and demand 
would begin to operate and that com¬ 
petition would operate and that prices 
and wages would be stabilized. But, 
unfortunately, this did not take place 
and the price of commodities is still 
rising. We still have an inflated dol¬ 
lar, according to the best information 
supplied by the Bureau of Labor Stand¬ 
ards, which in the past several years 
has not been worth more than 53 
cents of earning and purchasing pow¬ 
er. We have some people who work 
for the City of Pittsburgh receiving 
about $2,12 an hour plus. When you 
take the 53-cent dollar, he has earned 
$1.12 which is what it is worth when 
you buy anything. A man or woman 
who earns $4,000.00—^In purchasing ca¬ 
pacity it is $2,100.00. That is the 
situation that confronts City Council 
today. That is the picture we have 
before us. We were told in October 
and November of 1952 that we were 
going back to the law of supply and 
demand. We know that the price of 
coffee has advanced. The people could 
defeat this rise in the price of coffee 
by drinking either cocoa, tea or other 
beverages. Apparently people love cof¬ 
fee so much that they will pay any 
price for it. That is what we are 
confronted with, and that is the rea¬ 
son I am compelled to vote in favor 
of this legislation, in order to pro¬ 
duce enough revenue to carry on the 
functions of the Health Department, 
Public Safety, Department of Lands 
and Buildings, Parks and Recreation, 
and to rehabilitate the Water Plant in 
the City of Pittsburgh, that we have 
been told by engineers is an absolute 
must. 

For the reasons I have enumerated, 
I am compelled to say that I favor 
this legislation.

or reach some kind of a conclusion in 
connection with the idleness in the 
blind workshop, Councilman Jones sug¬ 
gested it might be possible to have an 
outside committee make an investiga¬ 
tion to find out income, cost of pro¬ 
duction, overhead and all of the fac¬ 
tors entering into the production of 
these brooms. 

Of course, the Committee represent¬ 
ing the full 'board said they would tast? 
it back to the Board to see if it was 
agreeable to work out some kind of a 
solution. They also agreed with us 
temporarily that the broom makers 
would go back to work at the wages 
they were being paid prior to the shut¬ 
down. 

We left Alderman Butler there with 
the Committee, and I talked with Mr. 
Butler today, and apparently they have 
made no headway notwithstanding the 
fact they have had one or two meet¬ 
ings with the committee. Apparently 
there are a lot of things to be straight¬ 
ened out in connection with this un¬ 
fortunate situation. There was a time 
when the City of Pittsburgh contributed 
ninety thousand dollars a year to the 
Blind Association, but at the present 
time, I think the Commxmity Chest 
gives them seventy-five thousand dol¬ 
lars. Apparently, in connection with 
that home there are too many sighted 
people who are working in the home, 
and it was brought out very clearly by 
the men that I have mentioned that 
the home seems to be for sighted peo¬ 
ple, at least a lot of the money that 
comes from the Community Chest goes 
to sighted people instead of the blind 
or partially blind people and that is 
an unfortunate situation. That is all 
I have to say for the moment. I im¬ 
agine the other two members have 
something to say. 

Mr. Jones: 

Mr. President: I cannot see that there 
is anything I can add to the very 
complete report made by Mr. Pagan, I 
would like to see the committee ap¬ 
pointed from the health, and. welfare 
staff. We feel they would be competent 
to make such an investigation. It was 
my hope that the men would see the 
wisdom to return to work. It was 
brought out very forcefully that the 
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continuation of the strike may jeopar¬ 
dize the continuation of the institu¬ 
tion. If that would happen they would 
stand to lose the most. I regret they 
have not seen fit to follow that part 
of our recommendation.

In October, 1947, discussing the need, 
of a program of industrial medicine and 
public health, Mr. Wolk told City Coun¬ 
cil that industry in this area should 
keep Its personnel “in as good condition 
as it now keeps its machinery and 
equipment.” 

“Given the above conditions (a 
healthier community),” he declared, 
“new industries will be attracted to the 
Pittsburgh area, providing for it the 
desired Industrial diversification.” 

A year later, when the Supreme Court 
ruled aganst the basing point system, 
Mr. Wolk told Council that “we can 
make the promulgation of the F. O. B. 
pricing system the stepping stone to a 
greater and greater Pittsburgh. 

“Now is the time to act. For some 
time to come, the new pricing system 
will have no material effect, because of 
the great demand for steel. Let us be 
prepared, however, when this demand 
will subside, and then it will make a 
greater material difference to the Pitts¬ 
burgh area. Let us draw to our com¬ 
munity the many businesses that will 
find proximity to our steel plants a 
distinct financial advantage.” 

♦ * * 

Much of Mr. Wolk’s prophecy has 
come true. Pittsburgh is cleaner. City 
and County smoke laws have in recent 
years all but ended the smoke nuisance. 
Pittsburgh is healthier. Great strides 
have been made toward making this 
area one of the great medical centers 
of the world. Pittsburgh looks better. 
A great face-lifting program has pro¬ 
duced skyscrapers and parks and park¬ 
ing facilities and better recreational 
and cultural advantages. 

What of the remainder of Mr. Wolk’s 
prophecy? He was right about steel, 
the demand for which has declined 
following an armistice in Korea. Once 
again the industry is absorbing freight 
rates to meet competition. • 

But the new industry which Mr. Wolk 
envisioned has been slow to come. 

The last dozen or so years have, in 
effect, been the years of preparation. 
Years in which this district has made 
great advances toward becoming a bet- 

































ter place in which to live and work. 
Will the improvements now help attract 
new industry to this area? Will they 
help hold what is already here in the 
face of spirited competition from other 
areas of the nation? 

The answer to these questions—the 
final answer to the prophecy of Abe 
Wolk—depends upon the vigor and de¬ 
termination with which the area’s busi¬ 
ness leaders now proceed with their 
proposed industrial development pro¬ 
gram.

Mr. President: I hold in my hand 
a pamphlet issued by the National 
Safety Council, designated “Safety Ed- 
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ucatlon Data Sheet No. 62/* titled, 
“Hazards of Discarded Iceboxes and 
Refrigerators.’* 

With your permission I would like 
to read pertinent excerpts from this 
pamphlet. 

’‘According to a table compiled in 
January, 1954, by ‘Refrigeration Serv¬ 
ice and Contracting,* during the six- 
year period. 1948-1953, there has been 
a total of nearly 50 cases in which 
one to five children have crawled 
into a discarded icebox or refrigera¬ 
tor, closed the door, and been unable 
to get out. 

“Seventy-nine children have died 
In these Incidents, 59 boys and 20 
girls. Children Involved have ranged 
in age from 2 to 12 years, with the 
average age being 6 years. 

“During February 1954 two more 
children were added to the death 
toll resulting from this hazard. 

May through September have 
proved to be critical months. During 
this period children have leisure va¬ 
cation time for outdoor play . . . 
and discarded airtight cabinets with 
locks or hinges intact provide entic¬ 
ing hiding places. 

“Children become locked in Ice¬ 
boxes, refrigerators, freezers and other 
airtight cabinets for many reasons. 
Some are Just exploring or hiding 
from other children; they crawl in 
voluntarily. Others are put into these 
compartments by older children as 
part of a game.’ still others are 
locked in through definitely malicious 
intent of older boys and girls who 
want to scare these younger children 
for one reason or another. 

“One essential condition of an ice¬ 
box. refrigerator, freezer or other 
such cabinet is that it be airtight 
Once the door is closed . , , which 
automatically latches it . what¬ 
ever amount of air is inside the box 

«hort ^ 

‘•Meanwhile, the child cannot be 
screams heard from the 
outside. The refrigerator then be- 
Comes a death trap, 

box is dark In- 
amount of terror 
reit by the trapped child. Under such 
conditions he will scream, pound on 


the door, and otherwise attempt to 
free himself, even though It Is of no 
avail. In other words, when it would 
be best for him to lie as quietly as 
possible, conserving the limited supply 
of oxygen as much as possible, the 
terror stricken child is engaged in ac¬ 
tivities which exhaust the air in the 
box even more quickly.” 

Mr, Rodgers has asked me a pertinent 
question. “Why couldn’t you drill holes 
in the ice box rather than remove the 
doors?” This article goes on to say on 
that: 

“Discarded iceboxes, refrigerators, 
freezers and other airtight cahlneta 
can be rendered harmless in several 
ways: 

a. Remove the door. A chest which 
opens from the top or a large re¬ 
frigerator lying on Its back often has 
a lid or door so heavy that (even 
with the latch removed as described 
below) a child trapped inside would 
not be able to push it open. For 
these the only answer Is to take the 
lid or door off altogether, and this 
is actually the most desirable way 
to make any airtight cabinet com¬ 
pletely harmless.” 

I would like to make this pamphlet 
a part of the record and I trust that 
inasmuch as this pamphlet states tba 
May through September have proved 
to be critical months, and this being 
the month of May, I trust the 
will be passed today and we will ® 
enforcing it.

As you know. I have designated How¬ 
ard B. Stewart as Deputy Mayor to act 
in my capacity during my absence 
from the city for the next several 
weeks. In that period of time, certain 
pieces of legislation may be presented 
to your body, which have been drawn 
as a result of a study of various city 
operations by a special Management 
Advisory Committtee which I estab¬ 
lished early this year. 


Serving on this Committee, whose 
purpose is to seek means of providing 
more efficient and economic municipal 
service in Pittsburgh, are: Councilman 
A. L. Wolk, Director Howard B. Stewart, 
Budget Controller John A. Murphy, As¬ 
sistant City Solicitor Charles D. Mc¬ 
Carthy, Walter W. Giesey, Executive 
Secretary to the Mayor, David H. Kurtz- 
man, Assistant Director of the Western 
Division of the Pennsylvania Economy 
League, and Edward E. Smuts, who Is 
in charge of administrative research for 
the League. 

Tills kind of Committee is unique 
from either the Hoover Commission, 
which concerned Itself with reorganiza¬ 
tion of the Federal government, or the 
Chesterman Committee, which surveyed 
the operations of the State govern¬ 
ment. The difference lies in the in¬ 
clusion on the Committee of persons 
actually working in the municipal gov¬ 
ernment who are joined with repre¬ 
sentatives from the Pennsylvania Econ¬ 
omy League. With such a group, there 
is an intimate knowledge of the muni¬ 
cipal operation, which is invaluable Ih 
a survey of this kind. 

The scope of this Committee covers 
the entire city government, althou^ 
thus far work has been concentrated 
in three departments. Its prim at I 
purpose is to determine what improve¬ 
ments or changes in present 
or activities can be made to 
enlarged and improved services wi 
the city’s budgetary limits and ^ 
other changes can be made to rc 
expenditures.

procedure, personnel, equipment and 
other operation activities to determine 
what Improvements can be made and 
what savings can be achieved. 

Without attempting to list all the 
phases of the program, I can outline 
briefly some of the areas of activity, 
a portion of which is now being 
studied while work on others is con¬ 
templated to begin soon: 

1. A program of Job vacancy con¬ 
trol is being set up in the Mayor’s 
Office. 

2. Selected Water Bureau problems, 
such as the segregation of revenues 
and expenses from the general fund, 
and the study of depreciation and re¬ 
turn on investment are currently un¬ 
der review. Also included in this field 
is an analysis of the city’s contract 
with the South Pittsburgh Water Com¬ 
pany and its contracts for sale of 
water to municipalities and other out- 
of-the-city users. 

3. An accurate account is being made 
of the use of such facilities as bath 
houses and of attendance at various 
functions sponsored and paid for by 
the city. 

4. Investigation is being made re¬ 
garding the merits of post card water 
billing and the elimination of the 
city’s present policy of mailing out 
receipts automatically. 

5. The possibility of a codification 
of city ordinances and State laws af¬ 
fecting the city’s operations is being 
checked, in the hope that outside aid 
might finance such a work. 

6 . A complete study of the city’s 
policies regarding transportation ex¬ 
penses is being made, coincident with 
an analysis of the use and operating 
cost oi the city’s existing automotive 
fleet. 

7. A review is being made of the 
city’s licensing, fines, permit and in¬ 
spection charges and procedures. 

8 . A survey is under way of the 

various buildings used to house city 
activities, covering necessity, space util¬ 
ization and maintenance. • 

9. Study is being made of further 
modernization of the police and fire 
communications systems and also of 
the possible use of radio communica¬ 
tions for other selected departmental 
field activities. 
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10. Further data is being gathered 
concerning the increased use of sani¬ 
tary fills as a means of garbage and 
rubbish disposal, which would mean 
savings in both collection and disposal 
activities of the Bureau of Refuse. 

11. A review is being made of the 
work of the Supplies Department, in¬ 
cluding the possibility of further con¬ 
solidating city warehousing, revising 
specifications and speeding up purchas¬ 
ing procedures. 

12 . Careful attention is being given 
to setting up a long range capital 
improvement program, in which a 
special capital improvement committee 
would be established to work closely 
with the Department of City Planning 
in order to develop a capital budget. 

13. Continuing study is being made 
of ways and means of better coordi¬ 
nating the activities of the various 
city departments. 

Although this list Is not a complete 
review of the committee’s work up to 
this time, it does indicate the diver¬ 
sity of its studies and the scope of 
its functioning. 

In some instances improved service 
will be the only result of the com¬ 
mittee’s work. In others, It may be 
necessary to spend additional money 
in order to provide better service and 
to achieve future savings. In still 
other phases, actual reductions in ex¬ 
penditures may be the result. 

While it is probable that whatever 
savings may be achieved in individual 
Improvements will be small, it is my 
belief, in which I know the members 
of Council concur, that any possible 
savings, however small, should be 
Sought and realized by responsible 
municipal government. 

During the past several years, cer¬ 
tain changes have been made to achieve 
these aims. For example, the reorgani¬ 
zation of the Bureau of Police and 
particularly the establishment of the 
Communications and Records Division 
has resulted in Improved police service 
and more efficient use of police equip¬ 
ment. 

Another illustration is the creation 
of the Service Center for complaints 
and information, which made it pos¬ 
sible to improve various city services 
and actually reduce the number of 




personnel employed in this type of 
work. 

I am confident that this Manage¬ 
ment Advisory Committee, composed as 
it is of various city officials and of 
representatives of the Pennsylvania 
Economy League, can serve to suggest 
similar improvements in all the city’s 
activities. 

While some of the committee’s rec¬ 
ommendations will require Council- 
manic action, other features of Its 
program can be instituted directly by 
the Mayor without additional legisla¬ 
tion. However, I intend to keep the 
members of Council fully informed on 
the progress of the committee’s work 
and of the implementation of its vari¬ 
ous suggestions and findings. 

Of course, the Committee expects to 
consult with the Individual chairmen 
of the various committees of Council 
as studies are being made into th® 
various phases of the city governmen.

After an engineering survey and esti¬ 
mate is furnished by engineers of the 
Department of Public Works this gun- 
niting and concrete repair should be 
let out on contract. 

It is further recommended by your 
Committee that an initial step toward 
reactivation of Gallery No. 5 be ac¬ 
complished by purchasing $5,000.00 
worth of pipe and fittings and employ¬ 
ing of plumbers as needed, 275 days 
at $26.00 each per day. Our investiga¬ 
tion has revealed that there is con¬ 
siderable quantity of usable pipe al¬ 
ready installed in Gallery No, 5, and 
our own forces can be utilized In the 
Installation of new and preserving that 
which is already Installed. 

It is apparent that Filter Bed No. 48 
has a serious leak. It Is recommended 
that the repairing of the leak of Filter 
Bed No. 48 be deferred and that this 
Filter Bed be used temporarily as a 
storage room. It is recommended ad¬ 
ditionally that the hangers and rail 
presently suspended from the celling 
of Filter Bed No. 48 be removed in 
order to furnish additional storage 
space. 

DISTRIBUTION DIVISION 
METER SHOP 

Although the Water Authority has 
recommended 2,000 new meters at an 
estimated cost of $70,000.00, your Com¬ 
mittee finds that the condition can be 
corrected by the purchase of 1,000 
meters at an estimated cost of $26,070.00. 

It is further recommended that three 
(3) additional meter repairmen be em¬ 
ployed for a period of six months each, 
at an annual salary of $3,625.00. This 
will permit higher turnover in the re¬ 
pair of meters and will materially as¬ 
sist in reducing the back-log. 

To Install the meters will necessitate 
the employment of plumbers as needed 
for a period of 360 days at $26,00 pbr 
day. 

In line with the recommendation of 
the Water Authority and the study of 
your Committee with the Department 
of Public Works, we recommend engi- 
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neerlng contracts tor the electrification 
and rehabilitation of Hoss, Aspinwall 
and Mission Pumping Stations in the 
amount of $92,000.00, and engineering 
expenses at the Filtration Plant in the 
amount of $60,000.00—total $152,000.00 
It is estimated that these engineering 
expenses will lay out work, some of 
which will not be done for two or three 
years. 

ADMINISTRATION BUILDING 
FILTRATION PLANT 

The old ttle roof of the Admlnistra*' 
tlon Building is badly in need of re¬ 
pair. It is recommended that it would 
be better and cheaper in the long run 
to install a new aluminum roof at an 
estimated cost of $15,000.00. ThLs work 
should be done by contract. 

It is anticipated that a large amount 
of the present tile can be salvaged for 
possible roof repairs on the roofs of the 
stable, the Superintendenit’s residence 
and the gate houses. It is contemplatea 
that this will be done by the Depart¬ 
ment of Lands and Buildings in co¬ 
operation with the Department of Pub¬ 
lic Works. This will result In con¬ 
siderable saving in cost to the City. 


The Administration Building at pres¬ 
ent utilizes direct electric current. This 
occasions much inconvenience and 
renders much of our equipment Inop¬ 
erative at times. It is recommended 
alternating current be brought in from 
the Duquesne Light Company’s lines on 
Freeport road for lighting, ventilating 
fans, and the laboratory. The estimated 
cost for this work is $5,000.00. 

Your Committee finally recommends 
that a contract be let for electrical 
work, not including sluice valve motors; 
that they remain on direct current and 
be included in the construction engi¬ 
neering program at the time of the 
complete change of the electrical system.

Prior 
to entering the State University of 
Iowa, he enlisted as a Private in the 
Regular Army Coast Artillery Corps, 
and after a year of military service, 
was honorably discharged with the 
rank of Second Lieutenant. 

In 1924, after receiving his Ph.D. 
degree at the University, he went to 
Allegheny College at Meadville, Penna., 
as an Assistant Professor of History 
and Political Science. 

Prom 1927 to 1937, except for a year 
of research abroad, on a Guggenheim 
Foundation Fellowship, he served as an 
Associate Professor at the University 
of Pittsburgh. 

In 1936 Bryn J. Hovde was appointed 
Director of the Department of Welfare 
of the City of Pittsburgh. This posi¬ 
tion he held until 1938, when he. be¬ 
came Administrator of the Housing 
Authority of the City of Pittsburgh. 

While Administrator he pressed for¬ 
ward with plans for the development 
of adequate housing. 

In 1946 he left for New York City 
to take up his duties as President of 
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the New School for Social Research for 
the ensuing four years. 

He returned to Pittsburgh to become, 
in 1962, Executive Director of the Pitts¬ 
burgh Housing Association, under whose 
auspices he played a leading role In 
the preparation of the Housing Code 
which was recently enacted into law 
inthls City. He was serving in this 
capacity at the time of his death. And, 

Whereas, Bryn J. Hovde, an interna¬ 
tionally known housing expert, had a 
long, brilliant career in public life. He 
found himself variously engaged as a 
Full'taright Research Scholar in Norway, 
as author of numerous publications, as 
a visiting professor at the University 
of Wisconsin, as a board member of 
many civic bodies, as a technical ad¬ 
visor at the San Francisco Conference 
which founded the United Nations, or 
as an expert or consultant In matters 
otherwise affecting the welfare of 
America. 

He was an outstanding citizen whose 
heart beat in harmony with the best 
traditions of his country. Therefore,

This committee is convinced that the 
situation is far too serious to expect a 
settlement of this dispute through the 
means of hope, prolonged exploratory 
talks, the lapse of time or the total 
surrender of either the Unions or Man¬ 
agement.

Water Company case to the trended 
values cited in that case, and relating 
them to similar trended values estab¬ 
lished for the Pittsburgh water sys¬ 
tem the “fair return’* for Pittsburgh 
would be about $4,800,000. 

In order to arrive at a fair percen¬ 
tage on the basis of the book cost of 
the City plant, your Committee again 
recommends a reasonable rate and 
suggests a five and one-half (5V2%) 
percent return on the book cost of 
$38,672,448, which would amount to 
$2,126,985. 

In addition to the lower water rates 
resulting from the lower rate of return 
and plant valuation, the water con¬ 
sumer would enjoy lower rates because 
the system is a municipal operation 
Instead of a private operation. A priv¬ 
ate utility would be subject to State 
and Federal income taxes, State Cor¬ 
porate Capital Stock Taxes, State and 
Federal Unemployment Taxes, and 
Manufacturers’ Excise Taxes on va¬ 
rious supplies and equipment pur¬ 
chased on which such taxes apply. 
These taxes would be reflected in 
higher costs and consequently higher 
rates In order to provide the same 
rate of return. When the South Pitts- 
biirgh Water Company case was de¬ 
cided by the Public Utility Commis¬ 
sion in September 1952, the taxes were 
estimated at $857,000 against operating 
Income of $3,658,132 or about 23.4 
percent. If this percentage were ap¬ 
plied to the 1954 estimated receipts of 
the Pittsburgh water system of $7,325,- 
OOO, additional annual revenues of $1.- 
714,000 would be required. 

If the program outlined above is 
adopted, the effect on the City fi¬ 
nances will work out as follows: 

Exhibit I, attached hereto, Is a pro¬ 
jected Income statement of the Bu¬ 
reau of Water based on the 1954 
budget estimates. This Is supported 
in detail by Exhibits II, III, and IV. 
Included as part of the administrative 
expense are the estimates of •the de¬ 
partmental services rendered by sev¬ 
eral departments of the City and 
charges for pensions, workmen's com¬ 
pensation and Insurance. The City’s 
general fund Is to be reimbursed by 
the Water Fund for these charges. The 
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estimated net operating income which 
would result from the independent op¬ 
eration of the water plant in 1954 
would he $1,971,300. 

In arriving at the above net operat¬ 
ing income there was included the 
amount appropriated in 1954 for re¬ 
pairs and replacement for the Bureau 
of Water and the Board of Water As¬ 
sessors of $752,000. However, from a 
proper accounting viewpoint the charge 
to repairs and replacement or depreci¬ 
ation expense based on the book cost 
of the plant without land of $36,818,- 
082 and a remaining life of 44 years 
should be $836,775. This amount ex¬ 
ceeds the appropriation of $752,000- hy 
$84,775. Such an amount would per¬ 
mit a gradual rehabilitation program 
of the water system out of current 
revenues Instead of relying, on ibond 
Issues. When this amount is deducted 
from the net operating Income shown 
above, the net income will be $1,886,- 
525 or 4.9 percent of the total plant 
book value of $38,672,448. 

Thus, in 1954 with Independent op¬ 
eration of the Water Department, the 
general fund would receive in effect 
the following items based on the above 
calculations:

years when the water improvements 
have been completed and economies re¬ 
sulting from electrification, etc., could 
toe realized. If net operating Incomes 
exceed the return on investments the 
difference would be deposited In a sur¬ 
plus water account. When either the 
deficiencies or the surpluses reach sub¬ 
stantial amounts, changes In water 
rates would be Justified. 

It should be pointed out that the 
figures mentioned above do not Include 
some costs of operation of the City 
which could not readily be segregated. 
They involve such items as the cost 
of telephone service and cables ren¬ 
dered to the water plant, the rental of 
space occupied by parts of the plant 
and offices of the Water Bureau that 
are not in quarters recognized as 
Water Bureau property, also the dis¬ 
tributive share of the salaries and ex¬ 
pense of the Mayor’s Office, Council, 
etc. This, on the other band, is off¬ 
set by the fact that no provision Is 
made for charging, the City for water 
furnished to it by the water systeni or 
fire service, public buildings, par 
swimming pools, and street and sewer 
cleaning purposes.

6. A physical Inventory of all con¬ 
struction In progress as well as con¬ 
struction materials and supplies should 
be taken and values placed thereon. 
Any obsolete and unusable items 
whioh have no value to the street and 
water system should be disposed of 
and eliminated from the inventory. 

7. A physical inventory of operat¬ 
ing materials and supplies should be 
taken and value placed thereon. This 
inventory should be taken into ac¬ 
count in determining the amount need¬ 
ed for current operation during any 
one year.

after discussing the matter with Coun¬ 
cil, set up the Mayor’s Commission 
on Water Supply and Sewage. A com¬ 
mittee composed of public spirited 
citizens and professional men, in order 
to study this important function of 
government, was appointed. The Chair¬ 
man was Roihert C. Downey, who is 
President of the Peoples-First National 
Bank, and the other members were 
John C. Warner, President of Carnegie 
Institute of Technology; Leslie J. 
Reese, Park H. Martin, J, Frank Mc- 
Clurg, James P. Growdon, and John T. 
Duff, Jr., who was then a member of 
Council and Chairman of the Finance 
Committee, and now a Judge in Com¬ 
mon Pleas Court. 

Later, when we got their recom¬ 
mendation and engineers’ report, etc., 
the Mayor appointed the Municipal 
Water Authority, which was composed 
of John A. Feigel, President of the 
Pittsburgh Central Laoor Union; J. 
Frank McClurg; Webster N, Jones; 
John P. Robin, head of the Parking 
Authority, and Howard B, Stewart, 
Director of the Department of Parks 
and Recreation. 

We had in mind then that we were 
going to have a Water Authority, which 
in my mind, would be a wonderful 
thing if it had not been that the 
prices of bonds were raised from iy 2 % 
and 2% up to as high as 3%, 4% and 
5%, and over a long period of years 
would have cost the City a lot of 
money. 

The Council and the Mayor have 
been grappling with this problem for 
a long time, and we think the proper 
thing to do Is to have a segregation 
of the Water system from the other 

departments of the City government, 
so we can have the proper kind of 

bookkeeping and know what the cost 
of water is, and what the profits 
that come from water are. Of course, 
for a great many years the Income 
from water was turned into the gen¬ 
eral fund and helped to .take,care of 
some of the physical and financial 
needs of the City of Pittsbui-gh, I 
think we are on the right track, and 
I hope we will have the cooperation 

of all the citizens of the City of 

Pittsburgh to make this department 
function efficiently, as a result of the 
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work of the Sub-Committee of Coun¬ 
cil in the person of Councilmen John 
F. Counahan, Bennett Rodgers and 
Paul P, Jones, in rehaibilitating the 
City Water Department, so that we 
can furnish the best grade of water 
that is possible for any City to fur¬ 
nish, and have a water department 
that we can point to with pride and 
take away the thunder from some of 
our critics. Of course, we, in Council, 
welcome constructive criticism at all 
times, but I resent at any time de¬ 
structive criticism. I welcome and I 
am satisfied to go along and try to 
benefit by constructive criticism all 
the citizens of this great City of ours, 
but on the other hand I resent de¬ 
structive criticism because it tears 
down and destroys and stops us in 
our path of progress.

Resplendent in a white Sam 
Browne belt, symbol of his leadership 
and responsibility, he stood in the 
bright October sunshine directing 
schoolmates across a busy street in¬ 
tersection. 


Suddenly there was a commotion 
up Hazelwood avenue. Down the hlh 
toward the intersection an automobile 
sped crazily out of control, its driver 
shouting that the brakes had failed. 
Captain Minadeo reacted promptly, 
pushing the child nearest him to safe¬ 
ty.

When this brief nightmare had end¬ 
ed, Captain Minadeo lay dying o a 
skull fracture. He had respond^ 
heroically to the last opportunity 
forded toy his adopted land.

for the City’s operations in the year 
that Is ahead. 

It is a budget which, In my judg¬ 
ment, retains all of our essential serv¬ 
ices. 

At the same time, it is a budget 
which has been sharply controlled, and 
tailored to meet the income available 
to the City In 1955. The estimates of 
Income are based upon the existing 
mlllage on real property, on the* es¬ 
tablished rates of the mercantile, per¬ 
sonal property, and amusement taxes, 
and on a reduction in the earned In¬ 
come tax of 50 per cent. It Is thus in 
accordance with the views of Council, 
as Indicated by the action you have 
already taken in enacting the special 
taxes levied under Act 481. 

As an austerity budget, it is figured 
close to the bone. 

It proposes expenditure® of $42,640,- 
285, exclusive of the City’s water serv¬ 
ices which will be dealt with in a 
separate budget to be submitted shortly. 

These are balanced toy an estimate 
of revenues totalling $41,163,218 plus 
an estimated surplus of $1,400,000. 

On the basis of the City’s Indicated 
income at the existing tax rates, there 
can obviously be no increase in salaries 
and wages for City employes. In those 
trades where the City has by long es¬ 
tablished custom met prevailing union 
wage scales, I recommend that those 
scales be most carefully examined and 
negotiated, and that appropriate re¬ 
ductions in time and men be agreed 
upon to compensate for any increase In 
hourly rate. 

The estimated expenditures represent 
the product of intensive review and 
reduction. The departments were spe- 










clflcally Instructed to hold their re. 
quests to the minimum, which the\ 
conscientiously did. Nevertheless, in the 
office of the Mayor, .the budget re¬ 
quests were further cut by $637,615. 

The resultant total Is $358,900 less 
than the amount appropriated for all 
City expenditures, again excluding 
water services, in 1954 . ^ 

This net reduction has been achieved 
at the same time that the budget pro¬ 
vides for a full year’s operation of the 
recreational services assumed from the 
public school system: for further ad¬ 
vances In public health protection; for 
the awroprlation of .tuberculosis con- 
trol funds which were formerly paid 
by the Federal Government: for the 
proper beginning of the housing re¬ 
habilitation program which Is conceived 
Ih housing code: and for the 

absorption of the mandatory increases 
that come due in those categories 
where scheduled Increments are part 
oi the City's personnel system. These 
mandated increments which apply to 
policemen, firemen, and public hLlth 
nurses will cost the City $213,570 ad-

Gentlemen: 

I am transmitting herewith the 
estimated revenues and expenditures 
for operation of the Bureau of Water 
in 1955, which constitute the budget 
of that agency for the coming year. 

Thus, for the first time, the revenues 
and the expenditures of the Bureau of 
Water are separated from the other 
^tivities of the City government. 
This is in accordance with action taken 
by City Council in Ordinance No. 350 , 
approved October 21, 1954, which, in 
turn, was based upon rcommendations 
made by members of the Municipal 
Water Authority, acting in an advisory 
capacity, and by the Mayor’s Manage¬ 
ment Advisory Coonmittee. 

Included in this budget are the 
operational costs of the Board of 
Water Assessors as well as the Bu¬ 
reau of Water, with provisions for a 
rehabilitation fund of $ 840 , 000 , pay¬ 
ment for water rents and other charges 
to South Pittsburgh Water Company 


The total of these expenses Is $5,- 
749,782.00, which is offset by an an¬ 
ticipated income from water rents, 
sales, and other charges of $7,153,000. 
The difference of $1,403,218 is to be 
transferred to the general fund of the 
City as a return on the Investment 
in the water plant. 

Because of the reorganization of the 
structure of the Water Bureau and the 
change in the bookkeeping system It 
is difficult to compare the 1955 ex¬ 
penditures request with those of 1954. 
However, last year’s expenses of the 
Bureau of Water and the Board of 
Water Assessors totalled $4,995,553 or 
$754,229 less than the amount re¬ 
quested in the accompanying budget. 

This difference is caused by a new 
1955 allocation of $ 358,000 for p^'

Obviously, such capital improvements 
will demand a heavy initial investment 
but it is equally apparent that the sav¬ 
ings they will make possible dictate 
their prompt completion. 

This budget, in keeping with the 
general fund budget submitted to you 
on November 29, 1954, is an austerity 
budget, but it realistically provides for 
necessary rehabilitation and maintenance 
to permit a functioning water system, 
capable of providing water in sufficient 
quantity and of high quality to meet 
the needs of the people of Pittsburgh. 

It reflects intensive study and plan¬ 
ning on the part of offclals of the Bu¬ 
reau and members of the Mayor’s Man¬ 
agement Advisory Committee, and is 
intended to set a pattern of reorgan¬ 
ization and of modernization so that 
the Bureau of Water, and later the 
Department of Water, can provide the 
high standard of service which the 
citizens of Pittsburgh have a right to 
expect.

The said Grantee, prior to 
the beginning of the construction of 
said casing shall submit to the Direc¬ 
tor of the Department of Public Works 
of the City of Pittsburgh, a complete 
set of plans, in triplicate, showing the 
location and all details for the con¬ 
struction of said casing, said plans 
and the construction of said casing 
shall be subject to the approval and 
supervision of the Director of the De¬ 
partment of Public Works. 

Section 3. The rights and privileges 
herein granted shall be subject and 
subordinate to the right of the City of 
Pittsburgh and its powers and supervi¬ 
sion over City streets and also to or¬ 
dinances of the City of Pittsburgh re¬ 
lating thereto, and to the provisions of 
any general ordinances which have been 
or may he hereafter passed relating to 
the construction, maintenance and use 
of said casing on City streets and com¬ 
pensation for same. 

Section 4. The said Grantee shall 
bear the full cost and expense of 
the repair of any street pavement dam¬ 
aged, repair of sewers, water lines and 
any other surface and sub-surface 
structures which may be in any way 
damaged or disturbed by reason of the 
construction, maintenance, use and op- 
jeratlon of said casing. All work, In¬ 
cluding the repaving and repairing of 
any portion of the street damaged, 
shall be done in the manner and at 
such times as the Director of the De¬ 
partment of Public Works may order 
and shall be subject to his approval 
and supervision. 

Section 5. The rights and privileges

City of Pittsburgh, without liability,

notified, at the expiration of the said 
six (6) months, forthwith remove said 
casing and replace the street to its 
original condition, at its own cost and 
expense. 

Section 6. The Grantee assumes all 
liability, if any, of the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh, arising out of the exercise by 
the Grantee of the privileges and ob¬ 
ligations under this ordinance.

AN ORDINANCE—Imposing a tax for 
general levenue purposes on sala¬ 
ries, wages, commissions and other 
compensation earned during the period 
beginning March 1, 1954, and ending 
December 31, 1954, by lesldents of the

the filing of declarations and returns, 
and the giving of infonnation by em¬ 
ployers and by those subject to the 
tax, imposing on employers the duty 
of collecting the tax at source, provid¬ 
ing for the administration and enforce¬ 
ment of the ordinance, and imposing 
penalties for violation thereof. 

the COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
PITTSBURGH UNDER THE AUTHORI¬ 
TY OP THE ACT of JUNE 25, 1947 
(P. L. 1145) AND ITS AMENDMENTS 
HEREBY ENACTS AS FOLLOWS: 

Section 1. Definitions.—The following 
words and phrases, when used in this 
ordinance, shall have the meanings 
ascribed to them in this section, except 
where the context clearly Indicates or 
requires a different meaning;

(3) The Treasurer is hereby au¬ 
thorized to provide by regulation for 
the making and filing of adjusted 
declarations of estimated net profits 
and for the payment of the estimated 
tax in cases where a taxpayer who has 
filed the declaration hereinabove re¬ 
quired anticipates additional net profits 
not previoiisly declared or finds that 
he has overestimated his antic^ated 
net profits. 

(4) On or before March 15, 1955, 
every taxpayer who has received net 
profits shall make and file with the 
Treasurer, on a form prescribed by 
him, a final return showing all of his 
net profits for the period beginning 
March 1, 1954, and ending December 
3‘1, 1954, the total amotint of tax due, 
the amount of estimated tax paid un¬ 
der the provisions of this section, and 
the balance due. Provided, however, 
that any taxpayer may, in lieu of pay¬ 
ing the fourth quarterly installment of 
his estimated tax, elect to make and 
file with the Treasurer on or before 
January 15, 1955, the final return as 
hereinabove reqtiired. At the time of 
filing the final return, the taxpayer 
shall pay the balance of the tax due 
or shall make demand for refund or 
credit in the case of overpayment.

(b) Salaries, Wages, Commissions and 
Other Compensation. 

Every taxpayer who Is employed on a 
salary, wage, commission or other com¬ 
pensation basis and who receives any 
earnings not subject to the provisions 
of Section 4 of this Ordinance relat¬ 
ing to the collection at source, shall, 

• on or before April 15, 1934, make and 
file with the Treasurer, on a form pre¬ 
scribed by the Treasurer, a return set¬ 
ting forth the aggregate amoimt of 
salaries, wages, commissions and other 
compensation earned by him during 
March, 1954, and subject to the tax, 
together with such other information 
as the Treasurer may require. He shall 
also, on or before July 15, 1954, Qc- 
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tober 15, 1954, and January 15, 1954, 
make and file with the Treasurer, on 
a form prescribed by the Treasurer, a 
return setting forth the aggregate 
amoimt of salaries, wages, commissions 
and other compensation earned by him 
during the three-month periods ending 
June 30, 1954, and December 31, 1954, 
respectively, and subject to the tax, 
together with such other information 
as the Treasurer may require. Every 
taxpayer making such return shall, at 
the time of filing thereof, pay to the 
Treasurer the amount of tax shown as 
due thereon. 

Section 4. Collection at Source. 

(a) Every person within the City of 
Pittsburgh who employs one or more 
persons on a salary, wage, commission 
or other compensation basis, other than 
domestic servants, shall on or before 
March 15, 1954, or within fifteen (15) 
days after becoming an employer, reg¬ 
ister with the Treasurer his name and 
address and such other information as 
the Treasurer may require. 

(b) Every person within the City of 
Pittsburgh who employs one or more 
persons on a salary, wage, commission 
or other compensation basis, other than 
domestic servants, shall deduct monthly 
or more often than monthly, at the 
time of payment thereof, the tax im¬ 
posed by this ordinance on the sala¬ 
ries, wages, commissions and other 
compensation due to his employee or 
employees, and shall on or before April 
15, 1954, and on or before the fif¬ 
teenth day of each succeeding calendar 
month, file a return of taxes deducted 
on a form prescribed by the Treasurer 
and pay to the Treasurer the amount 
of tax deducted for the preceding 
month. 

(c) On or before February 28, 1955, 
every such employer shall file with 
the Treasurer on forms prescribed bv 
him: ^ 

(1) An annual return showing the 
total amount of salaries, wages, com¬ 
missions and other compensation

(a) Whenever the Director deter¬ 
mines that there has been a violation 
of any provision of this code or of any 
regulation Issued thereunder, he shall 
give notice of the alleged violation in 
the manner provided in this section 
to the person responsible for com¬ 
pliance under this code.

ARTICLE V DWELLING UNFIT FOR

Section 501. Dwellings Unfit for Hu¬ 
man Habitation; Definitions. 

As used in this Article (a) “dwelling 
unfit for human habitation” is any 
dwelling, as defined in section 106, 
which by reason of serious deficiencies 
in drainage, plumbing, water supply, 
light, heat, ventilation, floor area, and 
rodent or pest control facilities, or by 
reason of dilapidation, disrepair or 
other similar conditions, or because of 
the need for major repairs to the roofs, 
walls, ceilings, floors, stairs or other 
parts of the dwelling, is insanitary or- 
unsafe and constitutes a serious hazard 
to the health, safety or welfare of the 
occupants of the dwelling or to the 
public; (b) “owner” means the holder 
of the legal title. 

Section 502. Dwelling Unfit for Hu¬ 
man Habitation; Notices and Hearings. 

(a) Whenever the Director deter¬ 
mines that a dwelling is unfit for 
human habitation he shall give notice 
to the owner to repair or alter the 
dwelling. The notice shall: 

1. Be in writing. 

2. Include a statement of the reasons 
why it is being issued. 

3. Indicate the repairs or alterations 
necessary to render the dwelling fit 
fof human habitation. 

4. Specify a reasonable time for per¬ 
formance; and 

5. Inform the owner of his right to 
a hearing.

Whenever an inspection 
of the dwelling discloses that the 
dwelling by reason of its being a rat 
harborage or for any other reason 
has become a public nuisance or a 
serious hazard to the health, safety 
or welfare of the public, the Director 
shall Issue a written notice requiring 
the owner, within a reasonable time 
specified In the notice, to remove or 
demolish the dwelling. Service of the 
notice shall be made in accordance 
with section 507. Any person aggrieved 
by the notice may request and shall 
be granted a hearing in accordance 
with section 232.

Whenever the Director determines 
that an emergency exists which, for the 
protection of the -public health, safety

Every habitable room shall have at 
least one window facing directly to 
the outdoors. The minimum total win¬ 
dow area measured between stops for 
every habitable room shall be 10% of 
the floor area.

Whereas, The Company has been or¬ 
dered by the Sanitary Water Board of 
the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, 
acting pursuant to authority confer¬ 
red upon It by Act of the General 
Assembly of Pennsylvania approved 
June 22, 1937, P. L. 1987, as amended, 
to cease discharging into the streams 
of the Commonwealth the untreated 
sewage and wastes emanating from its 
plants In Allegheny County, Pennsyl¬ 
vania. and to provide adequate facili¬ 
ties for the proper treatment thereof; 
and 

Whereas, The sanitary sewage of the 
Company and some of Its industrial 
wastes can be accepted for treatment 
and disposal by the Sewage Disposal 
System; and 

Whereas, Numerous municipalities 
have executed long-term agreements for 
sewage treatment service from the pro¬ 
jected Sewage Disposal System; and 

. Whereas, The added investment nec¬ 
essary to provide adequate facilities to 
accommodate the Company’s sewage 
and acceptable wastes cannot be made 
unless the Company binds itself to 
take sewage treatment service exclu¬ 
sively from the projected Sewage Dis¬ 
posal System for the same long period 
of time as do the participating mu* 
nlcipalities; and 

Whereas, The Company deems it 
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Economical and otherwise advantageous 
to have the sewage and acceptable 
wastes of its plants treated and dis¬ 
posed of by the said Sewage Disposal 
System pursuant to the terms of this 
Agreement, rather than to build and 
operate suitable treatment and disposal 
facilities of its own. 

Now, Therefore, in consideration of 
the premises and the undertakings of 
each party to the others, the parties 
hereto, each intending to legally bind 
itself, its successors and its assigns, 
covenant and agree as follows: 

1. The standard form of long-term 
agreement by and among the City, the 
Sanitary Authority and each of the 
numerous other municipalities to be 
served by the projected Sewage Dis¬ 
posal ‘System (sometimes hereinafter 
referred to as the “Municipal Agree¬ 
ment”), consisting of 27 pages and a 
map marked Exhibit A, of which a 
copy has been submitted to the Com¬ 
pany, is incorporated herein and made 
a part of this Agreement by reference 
thereto. Except as otherwise provided 
herein, all relevant provisions of said 
Mimicipal Agreement shall be binding 
upon the parties hereto, the Company 
hereby acquiring all the rights and 
becoming subject to all obligations of 
the party referred to therein as the 
“Borough” or the “Township.” The 
terms “Sewage Disposal System," “Sew¬ 
age Agency” and "State Board” shall 
have the same meanings herein as 
those given them in the said Munici¬ 
pal Agreement. 

2. The Company hereby designates, 
engages and appoints the Sewage 
Agency as the sole and exclusive 
agency, during the entire life of this 
Agreement, to provide waste collection, 
treatment and disposal service—limited 
to sanitary sewage and such industrial 
wastes as shall be acceptable to the 
Sewage Agency-Mx) the plants, build¬ 
ings and other premises owned or oc¬ 
cupied by the Company at the present 
time In the Borough of Brldgeville and 
Collier Township, Allegheny County, 
Pennsylvania, and to the Company’s 
future plants and buildings on the 
same premises or on premises adjacent 
thereto and to such adjacent prem¬ 


ises (all of which are hereinafter re¬ 
ferred to as “the plants, buildings and 
premises covered by this Agreement”). 
The Company agrees that during such 
period it will not itself provide such 
treatment and disposal service, except 
for the pre-treatment of such wastes 
as shall require pre-treatment and ex¬ 
cept for the treatment and disposal of 
wastes and other materials which must 
be excluded from the Sewage Disposal 
System. It is understood that most 
of the Company’s present industrial 
wastes are not acceptable, and shall 
be excluded from the Sewage Agency’s 
interceptor sewer.

This Agreement shall be binding 
upon all subsidiary corporations of the 
Company.

In accordance with a uniform sched¬ 
ule of charges applicable throtighout 
the service area of the Sewage Disposal 
System, and billed monthly, quarterly, 
semi-annually or annually, at the op¬ 
tion of the Sewage Agency. 

It shall be the obligation of the 
Company to Install and maintain in 
good operating condition meters or 
other measuring devices approved by 
the Sewage Agency for measuring such 
water or wastes, and the Company 
shall permit the Sewage Agency or its 
designee to read such meters or other 
measuring devices periodically. If for 
any reason the Sewage Agency shall 
seek but be unable to obtain such 
quantity data for any billing period, 
it shall have the right to estimate the 
same and to use such estimated quan¬ 
tity in computing its charges. 

In order to determine the character 
of the industrial wastes discharged 
into the Sewage Disposal System, for 
the purpose of computing Its charges 
and also for the purpose of excluding 
unacceptable wastes and materials, the 
Sewage Agency shall have the right to 
inspect the Company’s plants, build¬ 
ings and premises, and to take sam¬ 
ples of the sewage and wastes dis¬ 
charged therefrom. 

The Comi>any shall not be required 
to pay any charges whatever during 
the planning and construction of the 
Sewage Disposal System and imtll the 
same shall have been completed and 
put in operation. 

6. The Sanitary Authority and the 
Sewage Agency shall each have the 
right to designate a list of unaccepta¬ 
ble wastes (e. g., specified oils, acids, 
alkalies, toxic wastes, iron, etc.) which 
in its opinion may be harmful to the 
sewers, pumping stations or other 
structures of the Sewage Disposal Sys¬ 
tem or may interfere with the sewage 
treatment processes, and to change 
such list from time to time. TTie 
Company shall receive due notice of 
such unacceptable wastes. The Com¬ 
pany agrees to so operate its plants, 
buildings and premises, and to pro¬ 
vide and properly operate such pre¬ 
treatment or other facilities to be 
specified and approved by the Sonl- 
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tary Authority or by the Sewage agency, 
subject to the approval of the State 
Board, as will assure the exclusion of 
all such unacceptable wasteis from’ all 
sewers connected directly or indirectly 
with the Sewage Disposal System. The 
Sanitary Authority and the Sewage 
Agency will, during the planning and 
construction of the Sewage Disposal 
System, advise and consult with the 
Company, to the end that the Com¬ 
pany may -take timely steps to provide 
the required pre-treatment or other 
facilities. 

6. The Sewage Agency’s interceptor 
sewers will be constructed approxi¬ 
mately where shown on the map 
marked Exhibit A attached to the 
Municipal Agreement. In accordance 
with the policy set forth in Paragraph 
7 of the Municipal Agreement, it shall 
be the obligation of the Company to 
bring its sewage and wastes to a suita¬ 
ble point of connection therewith. Pro¬ 
vision will be made, in the plans and 
specifications to be prepared by the 
Sanitary Authority, for only one point 
of connection between the Sewage 
Agency’s interceptor sewer and a single 
outfall sewer from which all of the 
Company’s sewage and acceptable 
wastes shall be discharged.

2. During the off-school and after¬ 
school hours, the City will provide 
the supervisory personnel to carry on

after the determination of the interest 
rate which shall be applicable thereto.

Every 
taxpayer making such return shall, at 
the time of filing thereof, pay to the 
Treasurer the amount of tax shown as 
due thereon. 

Section 4. Collection at Source. 

(a) Every person within the City of 
Pittsburgh who employs one or more 
persons on a salary, wage, commission 
or other compensation basis, other than 
domestic servants, who has not previ¬ 
ously registered, shall, within fifteen 
(15) days after becoming an employer, 
register with the Treasurer his name 
and address and such other Informa¬ 
tion as the Treasurer may require. 


(b) Every person within the City 
of Pittsburgh who employs one or more 
persons on a salary, wage, commission 
or other compensation basis, other than 
domestic servants, shall deduct month¬ 
ly, or more often than monthly, at the 
time of payment thereof, the tax Im¬ 
posed by this ordinance on the salaries, 
wages, commissions and other compen¬ 
sation due to his employee or em¬ 
ployees, and shall, on or before Feb¬ 
ruary 15, 1955, and on or before the 
fifteenth day of each succeeding calen¬ 
dar month, file a return of taxes de¬ 
ducted on a form prescribed by the 
Treasurer, and pay to the Treasurer 
the amount of tax deducted for the 
preceding month. 


(c) On or before February 29. 1956. 
every such employer shall file with the 
Treasurer on forms prescribed by him. 


, An annual return showing the 
amount of salaries, wages, com- 
ons and other compensation paid, 
otal amount of tax deducted, and 
total amount of tax paid to the 
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Treasurer during the period beginning 
January 1, 1955, and ending December 
31, 1955; and, 

(2) A return for each employee em¬ 
ployed during all or any part of the 
period beginning January 1, 1955, and 
ending December 31, 1955, setting forth 
the employee’s name, address and So¬ 
cial Security number, the amount of 
salaries, wages, commissions or other 
compensation paid to the employee 
during said period, the amount of tax 
deducted, the amount of tax paid to 
the Treasurer, and such other informa¬ 
tion as the Treasurer may require. 
Every employer shall furnish a copy of 
the individual return to the employee 
for whom it is filed. 

(d) Every employer who discontinues 
business prior to December 31, 1955, 
shall, within fifteen (15) days after 
the discontinuance of business, file the 
returns hereinabove required and pay 
the tax due. 

(e) The failure or omission of any 
employer to make deductions required 
by this section shall not relieve any 
employee from the payment of the tax 
or from complying with the require¬ 
ments of this ordinance relating to the 
filing of declarations and returns. 

Section 5. Powers and Duties of 
Treasurer. 

(a) It shall be the duty of the 
Treasurer to collect and receive the 
taxes, fines and penalties Imposed by 
this ordinance. It shall also be his 
duty to keep a record showing the 
amount received by him from each per¬ 
son paying the tax and the date of 
such receipt. 

(b) The Treasurer Is hereby charged 
with the administration and enforce¬ 
ment of the provisions of this ordi¬ 
nance, and is hereby empowered to pre¬ 
scribe, adopt, promulgate and enforce 
rules and regulations relating to any 
matter pertaining to the administra¬ 
tion and enforcement of this ordinance, 
Including provisions for the re-examina¬ 
tion and correction of declarations and 
returns, and of payments alleged or 
found to be Incorrect, or as to which 
an overpayment Is claimed or found to 
have occurred, and to prescribe forms 
necessary for the administration of 
this ordinance. 


(c) The Treasurer and agents desig¬ 
nated by him are hereby authorized to 
examine the books, papers and record 
of any employer or supposed employer, 
or of any taxpayer or supposed tax¬ 
payer, in order to verify the accuracy 
of any declaration or return, or, if no 
declaration or return was filed, to 
ascertain the tax due. Every employer 
or supposed employer and every tax¬ 
payer or supposed taxpayer is hereby 
directed and required to give to the 
Treasurer or to any agenit designated 
by him the means, facilities and op¬ 
portunity for such examinations and 
investigations as are hereby authorized. 


(d) Any Information gained toy the 
Treasurer, his agents or by any other 
official or agent of the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh, as a result of any declarations, 
returns, investigations, hearings or veri¬ 
fications required or authorized by this 
ordinance, shall be confidential, except 
for official purposes and except in ac¬ 
cordance with a proper judicial order, 
or as otherwise provided by law.

A N ORDINANCE—Making approprla- 
tions to pay the expenses of con¬ 
ducting the public business of the City 
of Pittsburgh and for meeting the debt 
charges thereof for the fiscal year, be¬ 
ginning January 1, 1955. 

The Council of the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh hereby enacts as follows: 

Section 1. That the revenues of said 
City derived from taxes and other 
sources for the fiscal year beginning 
January 1, 1955, and ending December 
31 1955, Including therein cash sur¬ 

plus on hand at the close of business 
on December 31, 1954. are hereby ap- 
• proprlated in the sum of $48,320,473.00, 
to pay the expenses of conducting the 
public business of the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh and meeting the debt changes 
thereof during the said period be^- 
ning January 1, 1955. and ending De¬ 
cember 31, 1965, as well as all encum¬ 
brances incurred prior to Januap^ 1. 
1955, for which services have not ac- 
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tually -been rendered, or supplies, ma¬ 
terials or equipment actually delivered 
prior to December 31, 1954, and so re¬ 
ported to the City Controller. Said 
encumbrances shall be charged to the 
proper appropriation accounts for the 
fiscal year 1955 and cancelled in the 
1954 appropriation accounts against 
which encumbrances had been original¬ 
ly charged, and all unexpended bal¬ 
ances of appropriations remaining open 
upon the books of the City Controller 
at the close of the fiscal year 1954, 
shall be and the same are hereby or¬ 
dered to be cancelled, except such 
amounts as shall be required for pay¬ 
ment for services actually rendered or 
supplies, materials or equipment ac¬ 
tually delivered prior to December 31, 
1954, and so reported to the City Con¬ 
troller, or such amounts as shall be 
directed to be carried over to the 
fiscal year 1955 by resolution or oi’di- 
nance of Council. 

Section 2. No liability shall be in¬ 
curred against any appropriation item 
in excess of the unencumbered balance 
thereof, and said appropriation item 
shall toe administered subjeot to and 
in conformity with the following terms 
and conditions: 

(a) Data required for preparation of 
■payrolls, shall toe submitted to the 
City Treasurer in such form, and 
at such times, as he may pre¬ 
scribe, this data to include records 
of employment, time worked, 
whether compensation is based 
upon hours or days worked, quan¬ 
tity of work performed, or upon 
a monthly or annual salary basis, 
and such other records or reports 
with reference to personal service 
as may be required. 

(b) Payrolls shall be prepared by the 
City Treasurer upon the basis of 
such records or reports, and sub¬ 
mitted by him to the respective di¬ 
rectors or head of departments or 
offices for approval and certifica¬ 
tion in such form as he may pre¬ 
scribe. 

(c) No transfer shall be made from one 
appropriation item to another ex¬ 
cept by resolution or ordinance of 
Council, and such resolution or 
ordinance shall in each case set 
forth the reasons for such request, 


and be accompanied by a certifica¬ 
tion from the Controller stating 
that there is a sufficient balance 
unencumbered and available in the 
appropriation item from which the 
transfer is to be made. 

■Section 3. No obligation shall be In¬ 
curred by any department of the City 
government other than for salaries or 
wages, or for necessary expenses of em¬ 
ployees when engaged upon City busi¬ 
ness, except through the issue of an 
order, stating the service to be ren¬ 
dered, work performed or supplies, ma¬ 
terials or equipment to be furnished, 
together with the estimated cost of the 
same. The Director of the Department 
of Supplies is hereby authorized and 
directed to provide upon requisition by 
the head of any department all neces¬ 
sary supplies, materials, equipment and 
machinery for such department; pro¬ 
vided, however, that no requisition of 
any department shall be filled by the 
Director of the Department of Supplies 
in excess of the unencumbered balance 
of -the appropriation properly charge- 
aible, and that no order shall be issued 
by the Director of the Department of 
Supplies, or by the head of any other 
department of the City government, 
until it has been approved by the City 
Controller. Payments on account of di¬ 
rect purchase shall be made from the 
amounts hereinafter appropriated there¬ 
for resi>ectlve]y. Purchases made by the 
Director of the Department of Supplies 
to go into stores shall be paid 
the fund provided for such purpo®®®' 
and when as directed by the City Con¬ 
troller, said fund shall be reimbursed 
from other appropriations to the extent 
of deliveries made from stores. 

Section 4. Cou'ncil may, by resolution 
of the Finance Committee from time 
to time, restrict expenditures from t^ 
appropriations made hereby, both as to 
amounts of expenditures and the pC' 
riods within which such expenditi^ 
may be made, and also, by resolution 
of the Finance Committee at any tim^ 
cancel in whole or in part any 
encumbered balance of any of sa 
appropriations. 

Section 5. For purposes of 
tration and accounting control, 
code symbols Indicated herein sl^ 
considered as part of the approp^^ 
titles.

2. What Is the fair value for rate 
making purposes of the Pittsburgh 
Water System, taking into account all 
factors which should properly toe con¬ 
sidered in such an estimate, including 
the following: 

(a) That successive studies by the 
Pennsylvania Ekionomy League, Parsons, 
Brinkerhoff, Hall & McDonald, and Mor-

Whereas, Within the past few weeks 
it has pleased Almighty God to remove 
from amongst us our esteemed friend 
and a former City official the late 
Clarence C. Klein. 

Born In Detroit, Michigan, in 1899, 
Mr. Klein later received his education 
in Pittsburgh in the local public schools 
and at the University of Pittsburgh, 
where he obtained his B.A. degree, (cum 
laude) in 1920. 

From then until 1937 he was a 
teacher of History, for the most part, 
in the Pittsburgh High Schools. 

During his brief span of life he filled 
many important positions of public 
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trust. In the Commonwealth of Penn¬ 
sylvania at Harrisburg he occupied the 
office of Chief of Registration and Re¬ 
newals of Professional Licensure in the 
Department of Public Instruction until 
promoted to the position of Secretary 
to the Unemployment Compensation 
Board of Review, which latter post he 
held until November 21 1938. when he 
was sworn in as Director of the De¬ 
partment of Welfare of the City of 
Pittsburgh. He continued to serve in 
this capacity until 1944. 

On January 1, 1945. after nearly two 
years In military service in the Army 
Air Force in World War 11, from which 
he emerged with the rank of Major, 
Clarence Klein was appointed Admin¬ 
istrator of the Housing Authority of 
the City of Pittsburgh. During his term 
of office he was chosen President of the 
National Association of Housing Of¬ 
ficials for the year 1952. 

It was only relatively a short time 
ago that he severed his relations with 
the Housing Authority so that he might 
return to his chosen profession and 
thus fulfill a lifelong ambition to be¬ 
come a college president. 

At the time of his unexpected death 
he was returning from a vacation in 
Europe preparatory to assuming his 
duties as President of Adrian College, 
located in Adrian, Michigan, not far 
from where he was born. And 

Whereas, As a teacher of history and 
a lecturer of Pedagogy, as a teacher of 
a men’s Bible class, a preacher of the 
Methodist Church, as a housing official 
and public speaker, and as a member 
of the Advisory Board of the Pittsburgh 
Civic Unity Council and other civic 
groups, Clarence Klein served with dis¬ 
tinction and honor. Whenever called 
upon, he always gave of his talent, 
ability and energy unselfishly and with 
a conscientious devotion to the duties 
and responsibilities that were placed 
upon him. Throughout his life he was 
guided by a deep and abiding love for 
this City and its citizens. And

Prior 
to entering the State University of Iowa, 
he enlisted as a Private in the Regular 
Army Coast Artillery Corps, and after 
a year of military service, was honorably 
discharged with the rank of Second 
Lieutenant. 

In 1924, after receiving his Ph. D. de¬ 
gree at the University, he went to Alle¬ 
gheny College at Meadville, Penna., as 
an Assistant Professor of History and 
Political Science. 

From 1927 to 1937, except for a year 
of research abroad, on a Guggenheim 
Foundation Fellowship, he served as an 
Associate Professor at the University of 
Pittsburgh. 

Id 1936 Bryn J, Hovde was appointed 
Director of the Department of Welfare 
of the City of Pittsburgh. This position 
he held until 1938. when he became 
•Administrator of the Housing Author¬ 
ity of the City of Pittsburgh. 

While Administrator he pressed for¬ 
ward with plans for the development 
of adequate housing. 

In 1946 he left for New York City 
to take up his duties as President of 
the New School for Social Research for 
the ensuing four years. 

He returned to Pittsburgh to become. 

In 1952, Executive Director of the PltU-

burgh Housing Association, under whose 
auspices he played a leading role in 
the preparation of the Housing Code 
which was recently enacted into law 
in this City. He was serving in this 
capacity at the time of his death. And 

Whereas, Bryn J. Hovde, an inter¬ 
nationally known housing expert, had 
a long, brlliant career in public life. 
He found himself variously engaged as 
a Fulltarlght Research Scholar in Nor¬

Whereas, The Pittsburgh Post-Gazette 
in an editorial entitled, “Captain John 
Minadeo" which appeared In its Oc¬ 
tober 9, 1954, issue tells the following 
story of this horrible tragedy: 

CAPTAIN JOHN MINADEO 

In the four years since he came 
here from Italy, young John Mi- 
nadeo had made the most of his 
opportunities as an American. As 
a member of the ninth grade at 
Hazelwood’s Gladstone Junior High 
School, his reputation for dependa¬ 
bility and good behavior led to 
his election two weeks ago as cap¬ 
tain of the safety patrol. After 
school hours, he worked as a 
stock boy in a fruit market. That 
was a help to his father, who 
labors in a cemetery. 

When school let out on Thursday 
afternoon, there was hardly a 
prouder or more impressive look¬ 
ing lad in all of Hazelwood than 
15-year-old John Minadeo. Re¬ 
splendent in a white Sam Brown 
belt, symbol of his leadership and 
responsibility, he stood in the 
bright October sunshine directing 
schoolmates across a busy street 
intersection. 

Suddenly there was a commotion 
up Hazelwood avenue. Down the 
hill toward the intersection an 
automobile sped crazily out of con¬ 
trol, its driver shouting that the 
brakes had failed. Captain Minadeo 
reacted promptly, pushing the child 
nearest him to safety. But the car 
plunged on into a group of chil¬ 
dren. 

When this brief nightmare had 
ended, Captain Minadeo lay dying 
of a skull fracture. He had re¬ 
sponded heroically to the last op¬ 
portunity afforded by his adopted 
land. 

The short life and tragic death 
of John Minadeo are at once a 
challenge and a rebuke; a chal¬ 
lenge to all who believe that in 
every human soul there Is an in¬ 
finite potential for good, a rebuke 
to all who would for reasons of 
color, creed or national origin 
discriminate against any American 
school child.
